In the evidence presented by the Post-Dispatch on Monday

fications of members of the Municipal Assembly are named—fur- 
ther provides: 

“ANY MEMBER WHO SHALL AT ANY TIME DURING HIS 
TERM CEASE TO POSSESS ANY OF THE QUALIFICATIONS 
MENTIONED IN THIS AND THE PRECEDING SECTIONS, 
SHALL THEREBY FORFEIT HIS OFFICE, AND THE SAME 
SHALL BE FILLED AS PROVIDED FOR IN CASES OF OTH- 
ER VACANCIES.” 

There cannot be any question about the law. The jobbery 
exposed by the Post-Dispatch is a plain violation of the charter 
and the men guilty of it have forfeited their offices.
